A DILEMMA AND 
ITS UPSHOT 


Many people will, we imagine, 
quarrel with the dacision of 4 
Rawloon Magistrate Of THtS8day 
in imposiug a fine of 35, with 
the alternative of imprisonment 
for two weeks, on A ricksha 
coolie “for failing to complete a 
journey in which he was en- 
gaged.) The case, unimportant 
in some respects, touches a point 
of considerable public interest. 
The facts, briefly, ns related in 
the Police Court, were that the 
ricksha was engaged in Yaumati 
by a fare who agreed to pay 
thirty cents to be tuken to the 
Sam Lee Boat Building Yard. 
and, whilst.or the journey, the 
rootie, noticing: that the passen- 
ger was ina fainting condition, 
dropped ‘the shafts — of the 
vehicle and lifted the fare on to 
the road. It was stated that 
the coolie so acted because of a 
fee that the passenger might 
die in the ricksha, - Apparently, 
the coolie was then making off, 
when: he was held up by. a pass 
ser-by, who tried to persuade 
him to take the siek man to the 
police station. The coolie at first 
refused to go, but eventually, 
the unconscious man Wis lifted 
back into the:rieksha and, under 
the escort of the passer-by, the 
coolic, with his sick passenger, 
was taken to the police station. 
When the case came into Court, 
the passer-by was, quite rightly, 
commended. for having interven- 
od, and, also quite rightly, the 
coolie was reprimanded for hav- 
ing jeft the passenger on the: 
road. But in a case of this type 
necount should surely be taken 
of the dilemma in which the 
coolie found himself. Ricksha 
coolics are not, usually - over- 
blessed with intelligence, and in 
this instance the man. was 
obviously puzzled as to what he 
ghould do in the circumstances. 
Actually, he wag informed by’ 


the Magistrate that his duty was (_ 


to have taken the passenger: to 
hospital... That, clearly, wou 1 
most sensible 
course, but, incidentally, if the 
cooli¢ had so acted he would still 
have been guilty of the offence 
of “failing to complete a journey 
in which he was engaged.” That 
journey was fram the point at 
which the. ricksha was engaged 
tothe Sam Lee. Boat Building 
Yard; and it is quite conceivable 
that if the journey. had been 
completed, the passenger would 
have died before reaching his 
Tf the conviction 
was based on the failure of the 
coolie to’ take, his, sick passen- 
ger to hospital, -then it was 
wrong: in law... On the other 
hand,.strict compliance with the 
law might easily have endanger- 
éd the passenger's life. In our 
view, the case, would have ‘been 
adequately met if the coolic had 
been reprimanded and been in- 
structed what to do in the event 
of a similar circumstance aris- 
ing in the futire.

A DILEMMA: AND 
ITS UPSHOT 

Many people will, we imagine, 
quarrel with the decision of a 
Kowlvon Magistrate on Tuesday 
in imposing a fine of $6, with 
the alternative of imprisonment 
for two weeks, on a> ricksha 
coolie “for failing to complete a 
journey in which he was  en- 
gaged.” The case, unimportant 
in some respects, touches a point 
of considerable public interest. 
The facts, briefly, as related in 
the Potice Court, were that the 
ricksha was engaged in Youmati 
by a fare who agreed to pay 
thirty cents to be taken to the 
Sam Lee Boat Building Yard, 
and, whilst on the journey, the 


cvolie, noticing: that the passen- 
yer Was ina fainting condition, 
dropped the shafts of the 
vehicle and lifted the fare on to 
the road, It was stated that 
the coolie so acted because of a 
fear that the passenger might 
die-in_the_ricksha—_ Apparently...
